Mr Norwood presented the account of Daniel Lucas, sheriff of Jackson 
county ; which was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 
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Ml' IVIason presented tlie petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties 
of Lauderdale and Limestone, praying the alteration of a certain road com¬ 
mencing at Beddingfiehrs landing on the north-west side of Elk river, 
thence crossing the river on the South-east side to Addison Binford^s ;

JMr Riigely })aesented tlic petition of James- D. Cottrell, executor of 
James S. Cottrell, deceased, late of Autauga county, praying the passage 
of a law to authorize the sale of certain real estate ; which was read and 
referred to the committee on propositions and grievances. 

jVIr Brickell presented the account of John II. J. Wynne, of Lime-, 
stone county ; which was read and referred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr ML\fee presented the petition ol sundry inhabitants of St. Clair 
coimtVj praying the passage of a law to establish and view a way for a road 
as therein described ; which was read and referred to a select committee ; 
whereupon, messrs M‘Afee, d'arrant and Davis were appointed said corn- 
coin mittce. 

Mr Houston of m. presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Mor¬ 
gan county, praying the passage of a law to authorize Preston Nelson and 
his associates to turnpike a certain road therein mentioned ; which was read 
and referred to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

Mr Houston of m. presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of town¬ 
ship No. 7, of range No. 5, west, in Morgan county, praying the passage 
of a law authorizing the commissioners of said township to release David 
Alfred from tiie payment of certain rents ; which was read and referred ta 
the committee on propositions and grievances.

On motion of mr Ormond : llc.soJved, That the committee on ways and 
means be instructed to inquire into the expediency of revising the revenue 
laws of the State so. as to reduce the present amount of taxation, with 
leave to report by bill or otlicrwise. 

On motion of mr McAfee : Resolved^ That Richard T. Brumby, editor 
of tlK^ Free Ti’ade Expositor, be permitted to take a seat within the bar of 
the Representative Hall for the purpose of taking notes of the proceedings 
of this House. 

On motion of mr Lusk : Resolved^ That the committee on ways and 
means be instructed to inqure into the expediency of applying the nett 
gains made by the State Bank and its branches towards the defraying of the 
expenses of the State of Alabama so as to relieve the people entirely from 
the pa^nnent of taxes. . 

On motion of mr Hollis : Resolved^ That the judiciary committee be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of so amending the penal laws of 
the State as to authorize the tria) of assaults and batteries and other of-

the inhalritants of the same for literary purposes, inconsecpience of many of 
said sixleentli sections proving entirely valueless; it was no 

doubt tire intenliouof Congress llnat all the inhabitants of the State mijjht 
be henefitted by said grant; thercfoi*e be it 

Resolved^ That a select conrmitte© he appointed and instructed to draft 
a suitable memorial to tire Congress of the United States, praying the same 
to gi'ant one section of land for each township, wherever the sixteenth sec¬ 
tion has proved valueless, to betaken or selected from any unappropriated 
lands lying within the bounds of the State of Alabama to be applied to the 
specific purpose of the above recited act of Congress. 

Whereupon, Messrs Musgrove, Johnson, Paul., Porter and Iloiislon of L. 
were appointed said committee.

Mr Cook moved to amend it 
i)y striking out rhe words ‘from one of its officers,’ with the view to insert 
the words ‘from the State printer’; \v*hich was carried, mi* Brickell moved 
that the resolution lie on the table ; which was carried, 

MrBrickclI offered the following resolution r Resolved, That the clerk 
ot this House he instructed to employ some printer to execute such print¬ 
ing as may be ordered to be done by the House until the ISlh of January, 
1833, when the time of service of the public printer elect shall commence. 
Mr Flournoy moved the following amendment: if the State Printer elected 
at the last annual ses.sion should refuse to do the same; which was lost.— 
The resolution was then adopted.

These dueurnents apprise as that one of the 'tates of the Union is actually engaged in the at¬ 
tempt to enforce the right, which her st.atesmeii have claimed, as belonging to a single member 
of tile natif iial rei*ub!ic, to {irevent within her limits the operation of any act of Congress which 
she may deem unc-oustitutional. 'The Ordinance has put an end to all conjecture, as to the true 
meaning of the doctrine of nullification, and discloses the meanshecessary to enforce it. It has 
b*.en transmitted to this department by order of the convention, expressly w ith the view of sub* 
mittiugit to the legisiature, and of obtauTnig an expression of tlieir opinion on the subjects it em¬ 
braces. It becomes us, therefore, to examine it w ith attention, and to speak of it with the free* 
doiii demanded by tlie crisis. 1’he addresses which accompany it, are written with great abilk 
ty; ci‘iit;.tiijing impassioned and ehxjneiit appeals lo (he feelings and prejudices of the peciple.— 
I'iie tliird and fourth sections of tiie Ordinance are especi.illy worthy of attention, 'j'he fi.^ tof 
those prohibits the constitutional right of ap)>caltothe supreme court of (he United Estates, and 
de uares ‘’that any persiin or persons Jittem|>ting to take such appeal, shall be dealt w ilh ns Tor a 
cooie.'iqit of court;” and the othe.r declares, ‘ tli.at all persons now holding any othce of hoxiOi§ 
pi'.n’.t or trust, civil or military, shall t;ike an oath to obey, execute and enforce this Ordinancei 
nun such acts of tlie legislature as may lie |>assed in pursuance thereof; ai.d on the neglect or 
ome Sion of any such pcrscui or persons so to do, his or their olfice or offices, shall be forthwith va* 
caled, and shall be tilled uji 0 *^ if such fierson or persons ere dead or had resigutd, and no per¬ 
son ln;reufler elected to .••ny office (»f (irofit or trust, civ il iw military, shat! enter on the execu¬ 
tion d'his office, i>r be in any respect munpetenf fi*discharge the duties thereof, until he shal^ 
in like maiiuer, have taken a similar oath; ainl to juror slnail be enipanclled u. any of the ci.urts

Executive Department, January 7,183.1. 

In compliance with a resolution of the House of Representatives requesting to be fhrriishcd with 
any information in my possession in relation to the Marshal moving any portion ofour citizens fropi 
the territory east of the Coosa river, I have to state that the accompanying letter J[romJ. AustU, 
esquire, acting as deputy marshal, contains all the intelligence I have received in relatton to ih* 
tftructioDs which have been issued to him for the removal of settlers from the Indian lands. 
T apprehend that it has at no time been in t e contemplation of the President to cause the re¬ 
moval of any settler from the Indian territory, except those who had trespassed upon the indi- 
possessions of the Indians, and had taken possession of reservations secured to them by 
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the Lite treaty; learning that the resolution was foundei on information obtained from ^ome vf 
the .Senators, that all white persons had been ordered to remove from the Oeek hinds, I lost no 
time in addressing a letter to the honorable William R. King, requesting his interference in he« 
halfoftliis portion of our citizens, and to obtain a revocation of the order, if any su«h had been 
made. He, together with Messrs Clay and Mnrdis, with their characteristic readiness to serve 
t heir constituents, immediately' interested themselves, and obtained assurances that no one would 
be interrupted in his settlement, if the private, claims of the Indians should be respected. 

I wrote to Mr Austil, also, to be informed of the precise extent of his orders as Marshal, but 
have received from him no reply, owing I presume, to his having left Montgomery before the 
arrival of the mail which bore ray letter. A copy of iny letter to Mr Austil and Col. King, and 
of the answer of the latter are herew ith communicated.

Upon an examination of the hooks of the 
Bank, your committee have ascertained tiiat not a single insolvency has 
ever been charged to the profit and loss account; the statement therefore 
includes all the bad and doubtful debts made by the Bank since it we* tinto 
operation. Your committee would recommend to the members of the le¬ 
gislature and others, recommending paper for discount or sale, to be^very 
cautious in exercising this delicate trust, for it is upon this kind of evidence 
that the directors here are compelled toaet; and no paper should be recom- 
inended, unless it was undoubted. Your committee caused an exhibit of 
the state of the Bank to be made up to the ISth December, and took charge 
of the cash and vault on that day, and find exhibit marked B. to be correct, 
by which it will be seen that the Bank is liable for the amount of notes in 
circulation in the sum of ^013,014; for amount to credit of individual de¬ 
positors, which sum includes the deposites from the treasury and agent of 
the University, ^253,702 7S, and amount due to Banks ^9,575 54; ma- 
kiug Jn all the sum of ^870,292 .32. To meet this sum the Bank has in 
cash and due froin other Banks ^320,607 14. Bills ot exchange matur¬ 
ing daily, ^050,512 7f4, and notes discounted, all due fourth of January, 
Bl.012,*190 90, making together the sum of ^1,983,310 88, exceefliug 
the amount for which the Bank is liable to immediate cal), in the sum of 
gK 107,018 5f>. Thus presenting a very flattering result, surpassing the- 





cxpecialioils of its most sanguine friends. By an examination of thebooks^ 
of the Bank, your (‘ominiit.ce {lerceivecl that a material change in the con¬ 
dition of the institution was daily taking place; they therefore requested 
the cashier to make an exhibit on the fifth instant, which is herewith sub 
milted marked G. ; by reference to this paper, it will be seen that in the 
space of eighteen da vs, the Bank lias purcha.‘icd S8G4,0d() 88 in bills of 
cxchangi:*, and that i'l the same period, notes discounted have been paid otf 
to the amount of S68!,57G. Y"our committee has carefully counteci all the 
blank paper on hana, and find there is now in Bank 1288 single impressions, 
of post netes; 17,942 cf 1, I, 2, 3; 11,000 impressions of fives; 7,704 
of tens and twenty; 202 of liftv and hundreds. 

Your committee avail themselves of the present occasion, to bear testi¬ 
mony to the ability with which the president, cashier, and ollicers discharge 
their respective duties, and would suggest that the salaries of those officers 
are disproportionate to tlie grtiat labor and responsibility that rest upon 
them, and recornrneiul an increase to their pay, especially the president^ 
cashier and book-kerqier. All of which is rospectfiillv submitted.
